Chaudhuri gets out!

A six-month radical student 
campaign to oust Centre for 
Developing Area Studies lec- 
turer General J.N. Chaudhuri 
has Cnally succeeded. 

The former Indian Army chief- 
of-staff left Quebec this morning 
on an Aer Lingnam Jet bound for 
DubUn. 

Speaking to a hastily convened 
press conference at the Parle 
Avenue Krishna Consciousness 
Temple, the blood-shot General 
vowed never to return a boolc he 
borrowed from Centre fellow 
^Arnold August 

"I am through with Quebec 
and McGill", said Chaudhuri. 
"I am sick and tired of being 
hounded as a running dog of 
impeiialisn. The treatment I 
have received at the hands of 
agrarian scum such as Eric 
Hoffman is enough to make any 
man howl." ' 

Hoffman, who attended the 
conference disguised as a Cana- 
dian Army second lieutenant, was 
incensed at the remark. 

"I am an oppressed member 
of the industrial bourgeois sys- 
tem and not an agrarian-com- 
rade," said the undergraduate 
. student. 

According to General Chad- 
huri, possible future plans for the 
former lecturor include a vaca- 
tion of British brass-rubbing at 
Belfast and a possible teaching 
appointment at the American 
military academy, West Point 

"I believe ray unfortunate 
experience over the last few 



months havé left me eminently 
qualified to lecture on the role of 
the military in developed soci- 
eties," he said. 

However, Chaudhuri also 
:revealed that. 'be is considering 
a return to active military service 
with the Boy Scouts of India. 

"As we say at Sandhurst," 
he said, "give me a boy and 
we'll make you." General Chaud- 
huri spent several days at the 
famous British military school 
before he was forced to leave with 
a severe case of beri-beri and 
acne. 

When informed of the possibility 
of Çeneral Châudhuri's re-entiy 
into activity, a traumatic Arnold 
August vowed from his Chicoutimi 
jail-cell that "such an oppressive 
act shall not go unprotested." 

"We know that General Châud- 
huri's departure is part of the 
colonialist plot of arbitrary 
Principal Robertson and his white 
Indian lackeys." 

"When such a fascist swine 
bites the dust" said the activist 
American, "it's obviotisly .part 
of their continuing efforts to 
dispossess agrarian comrades of 
their birthright". 

"As a member of the McGill 
Student Rearguard, I am making 
a non-negotiable demand that 
this militarist get back into 
Quebec." 

General Chaudhuri reacted to 
August's statement with typical 
military reservations. 

"Their charges are as ground- 
less as a lost polo ball", he 
screamed. 



"I have always taken comfort 
from the old Indian proverb 
that 'When the elephant shakes 
his tail, great things are in the 
offing*. In my mind, the Mc- 
Gill Student Rearguard is but 
the tail of an immature Tantor." 

Before he departed on his 
flight, General Chaudhuri bid 
a tearful goodby to McGill 
Principal Rocke Robertson and 
CDAS head Irving Brecher. 

He presented the two with 
handcrafted trinkets representing 
Sara, the goddess of death and 
necrophiliacs. 

"As we say in my country," 
he muttered, "when the Indian 
gives the white man a trinket, 
the tail of the elephant qiiivers". 

Although (Principal Robertson 
was speechless with relief. Pro- 
fessor Brecher managed to blurt 
out a brief tribute. 




When contacted late last night 
by The Dally, Mr. Wagner was 
unaware of the surprise deci- 
sion. 

"What can I say but that I shall 
try to do my best for the people 
of McGill and the students." 

"This comes at a very oppor- 
tune time in my career," he add- 
ed. 

Several members of the Board 
of Governors- still appeared 
skeptical about the decision which 
may lead to quick resignations 
fromMcGill's senior body. 

"Opportune my foot," com- 
mented one member upon hear- 
ing of Mr. Wagner's statement 

"Career my foot," screamed 
another. 

"You're standing on my foot", 
squealed a weeping Howard Ross. 

According to Governor J. C. 
Finlayson, Mr. Wagner's cre- 
dentials leave nothing to be de- 
iircd for a university like Mc- 
Gill in an 'emerging' Quebec. . 

He died Mr. Wagner's cou- 
rageous crusades against or- 
ganized crime at Expo 67 and 
non-police violence in the streets 
of Quebec and bedrooms of the 
nation. 

Commenting on the backroom 
manoeuvering which led to Mr. 
Wagner's selection, veteran 
political analyst and McGlU 
vice-prindpal Robert Shaw 
stuttered, "there was friction 



among the factions, one fraction 
even had trouble with its diction, 
with each incumbent section 
striving for perfection..." 

Mr. Shaw, who was too con- 
fused to continue, had to be help- 
ed from the room. However, old 
engineering crony Johnny 'Bea- 
ver* Newman pointed out that 
Shaw had already disqualincd 
himself from tlie competition be- 
cause he was not an academic. 

Ex-McGill Chancellor Ross 
summarized the nature of the 
Board of Governors' factionalism 
in a pithy "Well, there was one 
side, and then there was the 
other side. All we could do was 
pidc someone who irritated every- 
body equally." 

Commenting on the Board's 
plans for the prindpal-elect, one 
Governor stated anonymously 
"If Wagner can't do the job, my 
name isn't Stewart Finlayson." 

"In fact, Wagner is Just the 
man we need to implement our 
new padfication program. We 
would like him to shape the prin- 
dpal's ofrice to fit his personali- 
ty. He will of course have the full 
co-operation of buildings and 
grounds personnel." 

"I would like to sec him start 
by re^)rganiang the Barnes 
guards into an élite anti-riol 
squad."

Father Patrick Malone, Pre- 
sident of Loyola College, resign- 
ed his post last night before 
an emergency meeting of the 
college Senate. 

Although the reason for his 
resignation was said to be ill- 
health, the announcement came 
not long after secret meetings 
were held between Father Mal- 
one and the Superior-General of 
the Sodety of Jesus in Avignon, 
France. 

Secrecy shrouded the meet- 
but reliable sources re- 
ported that the Superior-General 
asked the Jesuit father to resign 
due to infractions of'the • order's 
moral disdpline code and to in- 
dpicnt exhibitionism. 

Apparently, the length of the 
cassock worn by the President of 
the College Is Ave inches from 
the floor, which is two inches 
more than current regulations 
permit 

The Superior-General of the. 
Jesuit order attributed the mini- 



length as a direct source of ex- 
dtement and antagonism to the 
College's students, who have re- 
cently staged vodferous demons- 
trations during appearances of the 
Father. 

Student sources agreed that, 
with Malone gone, the steamy 
atmosphere at Loyola would 
cool down, and plans are now 
underway to find a suitable suc- 
cessor. Father John O'Brien, 
Vice-President of the College, 
and Pope Paul VI have both bran 
nominated. 

Commenting on the nominations. 
Marcel Nouvet former Prcddent 
of the Loyola Student Associa- 
tion admitted that ndther of tUe 
two men would appease the stu- 
dents or ease' conflict on the cam- 
pus. "However, some like it 
hot," he added, and endorsed the 
candidades of both churchmen. 

David AUnutt Editor of the 
Loyola News, greeted the part: 
ing of Father Malone with the 
comment, "There is nothing like 
a well-turned ankle to put the 
Church in the lurch."

the protection of the law. I feel 
safe to condemn his anti-people 
heritage." 

Young was a cadet sergeant 
during his five years at Upper 
Canada College. The UCC cadet 
battalion is the only one in Canada 
that has earned battle colours. 

The award was conferred in 
1865 for the battalion's role in 
defending the dty of Toronto from 
the Fenian raids. 

The Internal Vice-President 
also ptaycd football at UCC and 
still bears a grudge against Daily 
News Editor Ian Urquhart as a 
result of his gridiron career. Ap- 
parently Urquhart broke Young's 
leg during a match on UCCs lux- 
urious grounds. 

Young did not particularly mind 
the fact that his leg \ivas broken, 
but he was annoyed because he and 
Urquhart were actually playing 
on the same team at the time. 

Young was initiated into Lambda 
Chi Alpha at the fraternity's 
training seminar in Munde, In- 
diana, in 1967. 

His life at the fraternity was 
highlighted by his partidpation 
in the campaign for Wcstmoijnt 
Uberal C. M. "Bud" Drury dur- 
ing the 1968 federal elections. .
